Because  his  own  works  were 
evil,  and  his  brother's  righteous.  But  whoso 
hath  this  world's  good,  and  seeth  his  brother 
have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his  bowels  of 
compassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love 
of  God  in  him  ? —  1  John  iii.  11,  12,  17. 

A  brother  is  born  for  adversity.  —  Prov.

If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hateth  his 
brother,  he  is  a  liar.  For  he  that  loveth  not 
his  brother,  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can  he 
love  God,  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ?

Let  patience  have  her  perfect  work,  that 
ye  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  wanting  noth- 
ing.—  Jas.  i.

Follow  after  righteousness,  godliness,  faith, 
love,  patience,  meekness.  —  1  Tim.  vi.  11. 

Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor 
that  which  is  evil ;  cleave  to  that  which  is 
good.  Be  kindly  affectioned  one  to  another 
with  brotherly  love  ;  in  honor  preferring  one 
another  ;  not  slothful  in  business  ;  fervent  in 
spirit  ;  serving  the  Lord ;  rejoicing  in  hope  ; 
patient  in  tribulation.  .  .  .  Rejoice  with  them 
that   do   rejoice,   and  weep  with  them   that 
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weep.  Be  of  the  same  mind  one  toward 
another.  Mind  not  high  things,  but  conde- 
scend to  men  of  low  estate.  Be  not  wise  in 
your  own  conceits.  If  it  be  possible,  as  much 
as  lieth  in  you,  live  peaceably  with  all  men. 
Rom.  xii.  9,  10,  11,  12,  15,  16,  18. 

With  all  lowliness  and  meekness^  with  long- 
suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love  ; 
endeavoring  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit 
in  the  bond  of  peace.  .  .  .  Let  all  bitterness, 
and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamor,  and  evil- 
spea.king,  be  put  away  from  you,  with  all 
malice  :  and  be  ye  kind  one  to  another,  tender- 
hearted, forgiving  one  another,  even  as  God 
for  Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven  you. — Eph. 
»v.  2,  3,  31,  32. 

Put  on  therefore,  as  the  elect  of  God,  holy 
and  beloved,  bowels  of  mercies,  kindness, 
humbleness  of  mind,  meekness,  long-suffer- 
ing ;  forbearing  one  another,  and  forgiving 
one  another,  if  any  man  have  a  quarrel 
against  any  :   even  as  Christ  forgave  you,  so 
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also  do  ye.  And  above  all  these  things  put 
on  charity,  which  is  the  bond  of  perfectness. 
Col.  hi.  12,  13,  14. 

Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind  ;  charity 
envieth  not ;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is 
not  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave  itself  un- 
seemly, seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily 
provoked,  thinketh  no  evil ;  rejoiceth  not  in 
iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth ;  beareth 
all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all 
things,  endureth  all  things.  Charity  never 
faileth.  .  .  .

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God  formed,  neither  shall  there  be  after  me.

And  David  went  out  to  meet  them, 
and  answered  and  said  unto  them,  If  ye 
be  come  peaceably  unto  me  to  help  me,  my 
heart  shall  be  knit  unto  you  :  but  if  ye  be 
come  to  betray  me  to  mine  enemies,  seeing 
there  is  no  wrong  in  my  hands,  the  God  of 
our    fathers    look    thereon,    and    rebuke   it. 
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And  they  helped  David  against  the  band  of 
the  rovers  :  for  they  were  all  mighty  men  of 
valor,  and  were  captains  in  the  host.  For 
at  that  time  day  by  day  there  came  to  David 
to  help  him,  until  it  was  a  great  host,  like 
the  host  of  God.  —  i  Chron.  xii.  i,  17,  21,  22. 

They  helped  every  one  his  neighbor ;  and 
every  one  said  to  his  brother,  Be  of  good 
courage.  So  the  carpenter  encouraged  the 
goldsmith,  and  he  that  smootheth  with  the 
hammer  him  that  smote  the  anvil,  saying,  It  is 
ready  for  the  soldering  ;  and  he  fastened  it 
with  nails,  that  it  should  not  be  moved.  — 
Is  A.  xli.  6,  7. 

And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night : 
There  stood  a  man  of  Macedonia,  and  prayed 
him,  saying,  Come  over  into  Macedonia,  and 
help  us.  And  after  he  had  seen  the  vision, 
immediately  we  endeavored  to  go  into  Mace- 
donia. —  Acts  xvi.  9,  10. 

And  a  certain  Jew,  named  Apollos,  born  at

But  thou,  when  thou  prayest,  enter 
into  thy  closet,  and  when  thou  hast  shut  thy 
door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in  secret ; 
and  thy  Father,  which  seeth  in  secret,  shall 
reward  thee  openly.     But  when  ye  prav.  use 
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not  vain  repetitions,  as  the  heathen  do  :  for 
they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their 
much  speaking.  Be  not  ye  therefore  like 
unto  them:  for  your  Father  knoweth  what 
things  ye  have  need  of  before  ye  ask  him.  —

And  he  spake  this  parable  unto  certain 
which  trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were 
righteous,  and  despised  others  :  Two  men 
went  up  into  the  temple  to  pray ;  the  one  a 
Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  publican.  The 
Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself, 
God,  I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other 
men  are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adulterers,  or 
even  as  this  publican.  I  fast  twice  in  the 
week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess.  And 
the  publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not 
lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but 
smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God,  be  mer- 
ciful to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you,  this  man 
went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather  than 
the   other  :  for  every  one  that  exalteth  him- 
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self  shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.  — Luke  xviii.  9-14. 

Therefore,  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar, 
and  there  rememberest  that  thy  brother  hath 
aught  against  thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  before 
the  altar,  and  go  thy  way ;  first  be  reconciled 
to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy 
gift.  — Matt.  v.  23,  24. 

Confess  your  faults  one  to  another,  and 
pray  one  for  another,  that  ye  may  be  healed. 
The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous 
man  availeth  much.
